BIG WALL TO STOP FLOODS. 


Structure Costing $5,000,000 Planned 


Along Ohio River In Allegheny, Pa. 
Mayor Charles S. Kirschler of Alle- 


gheny, Pa., and Director of the De- 
partment of Public Works Swan are 
figuring on plans for the construction 
of a gigantic retaining wall which will 
do away with flood damage, says a 
Pittsburg special to the New York 
World. They propose to construct a 
wall extending the entire length of the 
Ohio river in the flood district in Al- 
legheny and which will be thirty feet 
high and twenty feet wide at the top. 
The wall will be of concrete, and the 
gravel for making the concrete-will,be 
obtained by dredging the bottom of the 
river bed. 


The Allegheny i? one of the very 


few rivers in the United States which 
has a gravel bed. and by dredging it 
not only will material for the concrete 
•wall be had, but the channel will be 
widened and deepened as well. The 
government is espec-ted to do the lat- 
ter part of the work. Mayor Kirschler 
thinks the -wall Should be constructed 
for $5,000,000. He expects most of this 
money to be contributed by property 
owners along the river.

insure the publication of accurate and 
full details 
of accidents, whereas, 


heretofore facts in many instances 
were herd to get. fro real newspaper 
has a desire to misrepresent any cor- 
poration or individual and if the facts 
are given to the reporters, the rail- 
roads may be sure of a "square deal." 
Under old methods, rumors, neither 
denied nor affirmed 
by the officials, 


were otftentimes printed as facts and 
in many instances the published ac- 
counts did injustice to the railroads. 


At crae time it was impossible to 


obtain an accurate report of a railwav; 
accident in this territory, but a few 
years ago the Baltimore & Ohio rail-' 
way company changed its policy and 
began doing what the Harriman lines 
are rtow beginning. For several years 
the B. & O. 
officials

It Is probable, that one of the worst 


practices, ID connection with the as- 
sessed valuation of real estate, Is the 
preference which is frequently given

panies and individuals, for the benefits 
arising froin neighborhood improve- 
ments and growth. In many com- 
munities this class of property is held 
for years, and has not only been as- 
sessed at nominal figures, but owners 
have frequently defaulted in their 
itiAc^ alii! cibsesbiiieiilti, \v 1111 tue uu 
perhaps, that future buyers would pay 
these public charges In the purchase 
of the tracts so held. 


It has been the experience in some 


of our growing cities, that large tiacts 
of unimproved, residential land, map- 
ped out in lots at good prices, are 
owned by land companies and are as- 
sessed as farm lands, at nominal rates. 
Sometimes, large tracts of land in the 
outskirts of our cities, are held by 
speculative owners, waiting to secure 
the unearned increment from the en- 
terprise of others, while in the mean- 
time the public received but small 
revenue from these properties. But, 
when a lot is sold to a private pur- 
chaser and a hquse is built upon it, 
immediately the assessed valuation ia 
placed at a higher figure than a whole 
acre of the remaining pait 
of 
the 


tract is assessed. This is a penalty 
on improvements which 
should 
be 


abolished. 


The principal cause of low valuation 


in suburban places is found in 
the 


idea of local property owners that they 
attract buyers and residents. With a 
certain amount to be collected, the 
lower the valuation, the higher the 
tax rate. For local purposes, therefore, 
it doesn't make any difference wheth- 
er the tax is paid at a high rate on a 
low valuation, or at a low rate on a 
high valuation; the amount of tax is 
the same in either case. Another con- 
sideration which is also held is the 
municipality's share of the county ex- 
penses. The lower the assessed valua- 
tion, the less the municipality has to 
pay each year to the county. That 
has practically been 
the 
principal 


course in the counties, with regard to 
percentage valuations, as taxes on real 
estate are not paid to the state. The 
opportunity which is afforded local as- 
sessors to discriminate, as between 
property owners, is evidently great, 
and possibly it is sometimes 
grossly 


abused. 


The defeat of the abolition of din- 


criminations and especially on unim- 
proved property must be to reduce tax 
bills, since a large amount of property 
which is not now assessed at a figure 
near its real worth will be* added to 
the valuations. Then, too, a fair and 
just rate of valuation and 
taxation 


will do much to break up speculative 
holdings of unimproved lands, intend- 
ed for sale in residential lots, and the 
unearned increment 
will advert to 


those who improve and not to those 
who stand in the way ot progress and 
public improvements. — The Gazette, 
York, Pa.

POULTRY WISDOM. 


Hint* of All Sorts on the Management 


of Feathered Pets. 


There is good in every breed. 
Grow a crop of turnips for the ducks. 
Count the chickens that you raise, 


not those that you hatch. 


Ducks shouid not be given corn nor 


cornmeal during hot weather. 


Let the newly hatched chicks run 


with the hen as ioug as possible. 


The India runner is the best laying 


variety of the dock family.

Try hard to raise more of the chicks 


you hatch this year than ever before. 


Bone fed ia some shape is absolutely 


necessary it you wish eggs. 


Neatsfoot oil is highly recommended 


as a remedy for scaly legs iu fowls. 
Apply with a soft brush. 


During hot weather it Is safer to 


run the incubator in a cool, dry cellar 
than it is above ground. 


Vegetables are best fed in a raw 


state. Cut them up in a root or bone 
cutter and feed in troughs. 


During summer there should be but 


two regular feeds for the breeding 
stock. 
Give grass or green stuff at 


iioon. 


Watch the droppings of the poultry. 


Much regarding the health of the fowls 
can be told from their condition. 


Be careful of the half giown chicks 


Many hens wean their young too soon, 
and a cold rain is sure death to them. 


If properly grown and cared for, the 


June hatched pullets will come into 
profit 
almost as quickly 
as 
May 


hatched birds. 


A goose egg weighing five ounces 


will hatch a gosling that in three 
mouths will weigh from ten to eleven 
pounds. 


A good sized yard should be fenced 


in for the hen with little chicks until 
the latter are able to keep up with 
their mother. 


Plant plenty of beets or mangel wur- 


zels. There is nothing that the poul- 
try like better in the way of green 
food. 


Eggs that have been kept two or 


three weeks produce weak chickens. 
Better use fresh laid eggs ior hatching. 


Put poles in the top of an open shed 


for the turkeys. During warm weather 
they should never be required to sleep 
in a close roost. 


This hot, sultry weather be careful 


how you feed your little chicks. 
If 


too much feed be thrown about in a 
sloppy condition it may sour and cause 
trouble in the flock.—Farm Journal. 


Fattening Fowls For Market, 


The illustration herewith is all that 


Is necessary to indicate to the intelli- 
gent reader how poultry is fattened 
for market in Sussex, England, a dis- 
trict whicb is said to send more high 
class poultry into the London markets 
than all other places In England com- 
bined. The poultry fattening industry 


is yet in its infancy in this country, 
and many a farmer here can add ap- 
preciably to the receipts from the sale 
of his poultry by putting the birds on 
a highly fattening diet in a coop about 
two weeks before sending them to 
market. 


Selecting Eggs For Hatching. 


One should be as careful in selecting 


eggs for hatching as in selecting par- 
ent stock. 
Choose medium to large 


eggs, as nearly perfect in shape and 
color as possible. 
Uniformly colored 


eggs look much better than a mixed 
lot and will usually sell better. Some 
select the short, round eggs, believing 
these will produce a large percentage 
of pullets, but the shape of the eggs 
has nothing to do with the sex of the 
chick. 
Continuous selection of the 


roundest eggs will gradually produce a 
strain of hens that will lay round eggs 
of imperfect shape. 


Barley and Rye For Fowls. 


Barley and rye are both excellent 


foods and will prove a satisfactory ad- 
dition to a ration where the fowls will 
eat the grains readily. 
Some flocks 


seem prejudiced against barley and do 
not eat it readily, while others will re- 
fuse rye unless starved to it. Ilye is 
eaten much more readily when fed in 
the bundle. 
When the fowls can 


scratch it out of the fresh straw them- 
selves they seem to enjoy it. 


CuM Out the Poor Birds. 


Cull out all undesirable stock bird«. 


If trap nests are us>ed during the fall, 
winter and spring it will be "found that 
in ea'.-h flock there are several indi- 
vidual hens that do not quite come up 
to the standard set—cither they are 
poor layers or they lay eggs of an un- 
debirable bizo or the color of their °?g« 
is not uniform. 
Such birds should 


now be taken out of the pens and 
marketed as roasters.

Agriculturists Tell tli« State 


Tax Commission How to 


Reform Laws. 


Here are some o* the pertinent ex- 


pressions on the subject of taxation 
made to the Tax Conimiision of Ohio 
at its meeting on Jun.' } : 


O. E. Brandfute. of Xenia, member 


of the Board of Truvnt-a of Ohio State 
university : 


The more thoroughly I look into the 


tax question the moie am I cor>Macerl 
that I was pretty close to one side of 
it. I can see how jaas\ it is for me to 
figure how the Othe? U>lio\\ should pay 
the tax, and I think that is one of the 
troubles through the state. It is easier 
To flo-n-rd >irt-n- tllO r*tV»iii firi ro-v +i»vo« 
without finding out how >ou' will pay 
your share and escape if \ou can. We 
are all a little nearsighted. 
There 
are many inequalities m the present 
system. If a man ha= $lu,U"0 ia cash 
and is honest, he will leturn it at ac- 
tual value, $10,000. It he m\ests it In 
real estate it will he taxed, in my 
county (Green) for about 
$3,000 or 


$4,000. 
If in horses they would be 
appraised at about $60 iu Green coun- 
ty, $27 in Cuyahoga and $40 in Ham- 
ilton counties". Some one is mistaken 
in the value of horses The very best 
horses we grow go to the city. If your 
$10,000 is in cash it is on the duplicate 
at full value, in hoises nearly up to 
lull value, if in real estate, less than 
half the value. 
The assessor 
gets 
everything the farmei has close up to 
the actual value. In merchandise the 
storekeeper places a \alue on his own 
stock and he is usuallj pietty liberal 
on the small side. 
Let a dollar be a dollar no matter 


in what invested, whether in bank, 
telephone,— »K railway stock, in land, 
cash, mules, norses or cows. 
The 


trouble has been that the tax has not 
been justly proportioned Pieble coun- 
ty, which is purely 
agricultural, re- 
turns more credits, with debts deduct- 
ed than Hamilton or Cuyahoga. 
The decennial appraisement is un- 


wise and unjust. 
I favor more fre- 
quent appraisements. 


Ventilate the Coops. 


The coops for summer c-hK-ks should 


be well ventilated and the chicks' par- 
asitic enemies kppt in the background. 
There is a time between the disappear- 
ance of the downy coat and growth of 
the first feathers when the chicks need 
protection from the hot surf that fairly 
blisters their little bare bodies. 


It Cannot Be Done.

C. P. Dyar, Marietta: 
I have no plan to propose whereby 


money, stocks, bonds or credits can 
be put upon the duplicate 
We have 
tried long enough along that line to 
show it can not be done. I favor such 
an amendment to the constitution as 
will change the old and 
inefficient 
method. I do not know the details, 
hut I would like to see the whole mat- 
ter placed in the hands of a perma- 
nent tax commission. Let us do away 
with the attempt to tax -what can not 
be put on the duplicate. The young 
men buying homes who have been 
mentioned here today will get the ben- 
efit in reduced interest rates. Put ac- 
tual, tangible property on the dupli- 
cate. Tax the public service corpora- 
tions much as w«,.are doing, either 
upon the gross returns or on the value 
ot their stock. Go after the property 
itself, not the representatives ot that 
property.

Secretary National Grange. 
We find nothing narticularly wrong 


in the taxation matter If tire other fel- 
low would onlv pay his taxes. 
We come into the world without our 
own volition, and we are pi teeted by 
society. 
There is a moral obligation 
resting on each individual to that so- 
ciety. In the matter of taxation It is 
a financial duty to society. 
The assessor asks more questions 


of the farmer than of the merchant or 
manufacturer; 
a true inventory is 
taken of agriculture, but not of the 
other industries. There are $11,000,- 
000 less manufactured goods in 190G 
than 1875. You ask the merchant one 
question; 
he m^y have 
$1,000,000 
worth on his shelves; you ask 
the 
manufacturer two questions; you ask 
the farmer 15 or 20. It seems to me 
this solves the forgetfulness of the 
merchant and manufacturer. 
In regard to classification in the 
meager time I have had to spare to 
it I have not been abte to find one 
word that has been said to show it 
was just and right 
So, I have been convinced that there 
is no- justice or equity in classification. 
The man who pajs one-tenth ot 1 per 
cent enjoys and will enjoy all the ben- 
efits that the man who pays the full 
tax enjoys. He will have the benefit 
of th'e roads, schools, insane asylums 
and parks. In other words, he is to be 
a citizen of this country on a basis of 
one-tenth per cent and enjoy every 
privilege 01 the man who pays his full 
share. 
We believe in the taxation of fran- 
chises, public service corporations and 
an inheritance tax This might he dou- 
ble taxation. I would relieve double 
taxation wherever possible; I do not 
see how you will get all intangible 
property. 
The inheritance tax wi!l 
catch the property somewhere along 
the line. Men of great fortunes have 
been enjoying privileges that 
tney 


should not be slow to pay for 
As to the equity of taxing 
farm 


property, paying on mortgages and on 
lands. Here is double taxation that 
ought to be relieved. I encourage the 
building of homes. I like the Indiana 
law, 
which exempts to the amount of 


every $700 on every mortgage for each 
individual, when the mortgage does 
not exceed half the 
propeity 
The 
man who loans the money is more 
able to pay tax than the borrower. I 
would make the mortgagee pay hi.-, 
tax on the mortgage, exempt the real 
estate to the amount of the mortgage, 
and make the tax a lien on the prop- 
erty, and offset the note by the re- 
ceipts paid on the tax. 
If the constitution is to be changed, 
1 wish you would be kind enough and 
good enough to the people to let them 
have a chance in changing it. We 
realize the magnitude of this question 
and our inability to solve it, but wo 
believe it is worth while to retain a 
moral law. 
You can't afford to de- 
stroy a moral law to establish a legal

Senator Borah, Concluding For the 


State, Combats the Claims of the 
Defense—Dwells Upon the Assassi- 
nation of the Idaho Governor and 
the Alleged Conspiracy. 


1 Boise. Ida., July 27.—United States 
Senator Borah concluded the final 
argument for the state in the Haywood 
case Friday night, and this forenoon 
Judge Wood began his charge to the 
Jury. It is expected that the jury will 
retire late this afternoon. 


Concluding his plea to the jury 


Senator Borah began an analysis of 
the evidence, but he confined himself 
to the murder of Steunenberg and the 
conspiracy. He linked Orchard to 
Haywood, 
Hay-wood to Simpkins, 


Simpkins to Moyer and Moyer to Pet- 
tibone. Then selecting only the evi- 
dence of witnesses for the defense 
and leaving Orchard's confession out, 
he wove the lives and movements of 
the five men together. "Without de- 
parting from the records, incidentally 
clearing up a number of situations left 
somewhat clouded, he brought these 
officers and members of the Western 
Federation together. Then he took 
Orchard away from Denver and back 
again to Denver to the headquarters 
of the Western Federation of Miners. 
This was done c*>~°fully and almost 
monotonously, t1 
quiet before the 


storm, and theu Borah's voice and 
manner changed. He sprang into ac- 
tion. His voice quivering and hand 
upraised, 
fingers outstretched, he 


ehouted: "Watch them now! Watch 
the five conspirators! Steunenberg is 
to die in 30 days and they are moving 
on the scene." 


The dramatic utterances and tense 


figure of the pleader sent a thrill 
through the courtroom. For the space 
of 10 seconds there was silence. Then, 
relaxing, Borah continued with his 
merciless logic. He brought Davis, 
Copley, Adams and Easterly, air of 
them members of the Western Feder- 
ation-of Miners, into touch with Or- 
chard. Without a pause he drew pic- 
ture after picture of the mety associ- 
ating together at various points. From 
each place and fresh from every crime 
he Drought Orchard back "home to 
Denver," and then, smiling, leaned to- 
ward the jury to ask "Why? Why al- 
ways back to Denver, unless it was to 
find protection and the pay of his em- 
ployers?" Those things denounced or 
sneered at by counsel for the defense 
lound a bold and brilliant paragraph 
of defense in Senator Borah's inter- 
ludes, and counsel for the defense 
were driven into a murmur of protest, 
now under the lash of pointed sar- 
casm and again when under satire of 
Indignant reproach, culture, Christian- 
ity, law and order, refinement, the 
home and the country found a ready 
champion. The state of Idaho, its peo- 
ple and its chief executive, each in 
turn were given brilliant eulogy. 


Senator Borah's peroration was de- 


livered in quiet, almost pleading tones, 
In strong contrast to the harsher voice 
In which he spoke of Clarence Dar- 
TOW'S argument of justification. "If," 
he said, "the state has pointed out to 
you the men wno were concerned in 
and executed this awfiil crime, then in 
the name of the manhood and the 
womanhood of Idaho, do your duty 
•without fear of any man or any favor 
to any man. You have a higher duty 
to perform than ever waVasked of a 
jury in Idaho. Some ofyou men have 
stood the test in the past in the pro- 
tection of your homes and your flag, 
but you have never faced a duty that 
required a higher courage than now." 
1 Under it all, Haywbod himself was 
petfcaps the one man in the room who 
showed the least emotion. At times 
fcis face flushed under the attack as 
Borah, reaching the climax of the al- 
leged conspiracies, pointed an accus- 
ing finger at the man who, he said, 
"was the criminal 
force behind the 


Western Federation of Miners."

VICTIMS ARE LITTLE GIRLS 


Stabbed Repeatedly In the Abdomen. 
Brutal Deeds Resemble the Notor- 
ious "Jack the Ripper" Murder*. 
Detectives Scour the Town. 


Berlin, July 27.—A series of cold- 


blooded crimes, singularly resembling 
the "Jack the Ripper" murders, but 
for the fact that instead of women the 
victims were little girls, followed one 
another with remarkable celerity al- 
most in the center of the city, and 
aroused much indignation and excite- 
ment. Within a short space of time 
the assassin successively enticed three 
girl babies, the oldest only five years, 
into doorways of houses, and stabbed 
them several times in the abdomen 
with a sharp instrument. As a result 
one of tha children is dead, another 
is dying, and the third is dangerously 
wounded. 


The first knowledge that the crimes 


had been committed came when an 
occupant of the house at the corner at 
Ryke and Belford streets found body, 
of Margaritha Prawitz, 4, lying in the 
doorway bathed in blood, the bowels 
protruding and the lower part of tha 
body horribly gashed. This was im- 
mediately reported to the police, who> 
were about to inevstigate the case, 
when reports came that Hertha Lents, 
3, and Elly Knispel, 5, had been found 
similarly outraged, but still alive. 


The officials acted quickly in an eft- 


deavor to locate the murderer, and 
published an offer of a reward ot 
$1,000 for his capture. 


Shortly after the crimes were com- 


mitted a slip of paper with a death's 
head sketched on it was found In a 
public seat in the square near the 
scene. On It was scribbled in a ram- 
bling hand: "Away, away; in five min- 
utes there will be a corpse. There is 
a child murderer in the neighborhood. 
Deliver this note to the police. I bare 
killed children in Belforter, Prelnz- 
lauer and Henzersdorfer streets." The 
note was attached to the seat by 
means of a sharp single scissors blac3&, 
and it is assumed that the crimes 'were 
committed with the other half of the 
Instrument. All tte available police 
and detectives were ordered to scour 
the neighborhood. Some parents have 
reported that their children had seett 
a haggard man about 27 years old, 
well dressed and wearing a cap, offer- 
ing candy and fruit to little girls-, 
whom he asked to accompany him. 


A man was arrested shortly aSter- 


ward who tallied somewhat with this 
indefinite description. The crowd out- 
side the police station, believing him 
to be the murderer, attempted to 
drag him from the; vehicle and lynch 
him. 
Experts who have examined the 


note found on the seat have come to» 
the conclusion that it was written bx 
a madman.

Why Citjes Cannot Get Good Men 


to Run Their Plants. 


Superintendent of a Municipally 


Owned Electric Light Works Tells 
How He Was ' Overruled by "the 
Board" on Many Points — M. O. "Prac- 
tically-Wrong, and Results Prove It." 
The question Is often asked by de- 


fenders of nrualcipal ownership why 
Cities cannot secure and retain to op- 
ftf&te their plants as good men as pri- 
;v*te concerns have lu their employ. An 


letter from the superintendent of a 
municipal plant, which was printed in 
ft recent issue of the Engineer: 


"Some time ago I bumped Into what 


I call 'peanut legislation.' 
I took 


charge of a lighting and pumping 
plant owned by a city. The plant c<+ 
Bisted of two very good water tube 
boilers, 125 horsepower each; a 14 by 18 
Inch semi-Corliss engine, a 100 kilowatt 
generator, two pumps 8 and 12 by 8*4 
Inches with a twelve inch stroke, a 6 
and 4 by 6 inch feed pump, a 600 gallon 
Bteam fire engine and a board of public 
;works. I was supposed to have charge 
of the entire plant, but not of the 
board, but it was necessary to take 
•charge of It at first. 


"The plant was less than a year old 


and after the fashion of municipal 
plants .had already obtained a good 
fitart on the road to rack and ruin. 
The engine pounded and had in less 
than a year's time imbibed ten barrels 
of oil, in spite of an oil filter's efforts. 
Probably tile' waste oil made fires a bit 
hotter. The boilers were scandalously 
dirty both inside and outside, and the 
grate surface was one- third larger 
than was necessary to carry the peak 
load. An open feed water heater did 
business to the tune of 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit The pumps had been, de- 
nied proper lubrication and loudly pro- 
claimed the fact. 
Fully one-fifth of 


the electric service meters were out of 
business and customers paying a 
minimum rate as a result. 
Water 


services were not metered at all, 
and customers used water as they 
pleased, at such times as they found 
most convenient, regardless of sprin- 
kling hours, and in some cases paid 
.vhat they pleased or not at all. 


"After these things had been several- 


ly and collectively attended to the coal 
heaving was cut squarely in two, the 
oil .pouring divided by 10 and the re- 
ceipts almost doubled. In fact, a plant 
Which had been losing money on a win- 
ter load was more than running even In 
April. The next year the rate per kilo- 


^iwatt hoar was cut from 10 cents to 


8 1-10 cents, with the character of the 
Bervlee much improved. Mark me not, 
1 pray you, for conceit, but rather as 
a narrator of plain, unvarnished truth. 
Daring all this time the board was 
'skidoo 23.' What happened just about 


-that time? Very little, I assure you. 


"1 was advised that hereafter all or- 


. ders for supplies, repairs, etc., must 
pass through the board and be duly 


•. acted upon and forwarded to the city 
clerk or executed. I needed a half inch 
hose nipple very badly that day, and 
I couldn't get .it for a week. 
Then 


along comes a bunch of 'No Loafing' 
signs, big and red enough to make the 


: place look like a pesthouse. 
Wiring 


•which was condemned by the inspector 
was approved by the board after 'due 
deliberation.' 


"Then the men at the plant were ad- 


.vised that the board expected each nf 
them to work a twelve hour suift and 
after or before that do such things as 
trim lamps, repair lines, connect serv- 
ices, read meters, etc. Other little bits 
of advice too numerous to mention 
came In regularly. 


"We managed to keep up our work 


after a fashion, but things are steadily 
getting worse. 
Explain things to 


them? Just like butting your head 
against a stone wall. 
Grocers and 


millers and doctors and lawyers make 


~ good consulting engineers, but when .1 


saving of $2 can be made by spending 


• (1 they can't find the $1. In the mean- 
, time my salary had been raised by the 


appalling sum of $5 per month. Still 
every little bit helps. 


"Municipal ownership, like the hows 


and whys in textbooks, Is theoretically 
the correct thing, but in the big ma- 
jority of cases Is practically wrong, and 
results prove it 
I'm not looking for

After his conviction he settled 
up his affairs in Toledo and then re 
quested of Sheriff S. B. Chambers the 
privilege of being allowed to conn 
down to Columbus in order to attenc 
to some business in. this city. 


In the short 
time 
that he had 


known Wells, Sheriff Chambers hat 
formed a high opinion of his integ 
rity, and readily 
granted his re 


quest, after obtaining from him hi 
promise to be on hand at the peni- 
tentiary Thursday morning. 


Early 
Wednesday morning Wells 


took a train for the Capital City and 
spent the day winding up his affairs 
Thursday the Lucas county sheriff 
put in appearance with another pris- 
oner. Peter Larkins, who will serve 
a one-year sentence for burglary anc 
larceny. 


When he arrived at the peniten- 


tiary he found 
Wells there before 


him, 
waiting for his arrival on the 


steps of the big stone prison 
The 


sheriff greeted the Drisoner and 
the 


prisoner returned the greeting. Then 
the little party proceeded to the war- 
den's office as if occurrences of this 
nature were quite the most ordinary 
thing in the world, and within a few 
minutes "Honest" Albert Wells had 
begun his sentence as a convict in the 
Ohio penitentiary.

COUNTIES MEET AT BUCK- 


EYE LAKE JULY 24. 


Many Prominent Physicians of Pmy 


County Also Present—Two Ad- 


dresses Made. 


(By Dr. G. W. Garrison of Utica, O.) 


The Licking County and Fairfield 


County Medical societies, 
together 


with a goodly number of physicians of 
Perry county, met in joint session at 
Buckeye Lake, July 24. 


Dr. H. M. Hazleton, president of 


the Fairfield County Medical society, 
wt» dppomi«u 
Liiairman, 
and 
the 


meeting proceeded with its delibera- 
tions. 


There were two addresses 
given 


that were a rare treat from a medi- 
cal point of view. R. W. DunlapT M. 
D., Ohio State- Food 
commissioner, 


had for his subject, "Adulteration of 
Food, Drinks and Medicine." 


Following this address was one de- 


livered by Dr. B. R. McClellan of 
Xenia, O., the president of the Ohio 
State Medical association. 
This ad- 


dress was one of the most practical for 
the profession as well as for the laity 
that has ever been delivered before 
the society. 
The Doctor 
suggested 


the things that must be complied 
with, an order that a physicians might 
render more efficient services to his 
patients and to the community both 
as health officer and as a "healer. His 
subject was, "Post-Graduate 
Work." 


In, his talk he said: "All county medi- 
cal societies should have a room in 
the court house of each county seat, 
exclusively for the use of the Medical 
Society and kept in order as well as 
furnished, for we aie sanitary agents 
and desire more consideration than 
the legal profession. The room should 
be equipped with a good medical li- 
brary, magazines and laboratory. The 
room should be the doctor's home. It 
would be a stimulation for all the 
physicians in touch with the county 
seat to become members of the soci- 
ety, and as I take it, no physician, 
who desires to keep abreast of the re- 
quirements of his profession, can af- 
ford to hold aloof from becoming a 
member of the county society." 


"This affiliation would also make 


him a member of the State, as well as 
the American Medical Association." 
Consequently we should try to pre- 
vail 'on all our neighboring prac- 
titioners to join us. Their patients de- 
serve the very best services obtainable, 
and no wise doctor will refuse to be- 
come a member, unless he is narrow, 
or practicing solely for mercenary 
purposes. 


"In such a laboratory as suggested 


above, we could work up our own 
pathological specimens, without send- 
ing them to the larger cities. 


"Doctor as I am, I am aware that 


both county societies are made up 
largely of country physicians, and you 
should have access to a county hos- 
pital, which should be established and 
equipped by tne County Commission- 
ers. Recoids would be kept of the. 
work of some of our older medical 
men who have gone to their final re- 
ward. 


"I recommend that there should be 


a county health" commissioner elected 
by the people (make the issue non- 
political), the office equal in rank to 
our 
Common Pleas Judges. 
This 


would give us a higher order of san- 
itary regulation, and the laws relat- 
ing to the health of the community- 
would be enforced 


"France, by a popular vote of three 


million of her electors, indicated that 
Professor Pasteur was the

man of the commonwealth. 


"Now, 
I advise you to get in touch 


with the lawyers, ministers and pub- 
lic school teachers by inviting them 
to attend your 
meetings, 
include 


in your invitations al the intellectu- 
al people in the vicinity. Be broad- 
minded, and above all divorce from 
your societies all prejudices and jeal- 
osies.
